SCHOOLMATES OF 
DEAD BOY ARE ILL 


Four Kindergarten Pupils 
Will Be Pallbearers for 
William Kuntz, Whose 
Two Cousins Are Also Un- 
der Care of Doctors. 


Following the death of William Kuntz, 
Y years old, from tetanus after being 
vaccinated with 45_other pupils In the 
kindergarten class of the Carondelet 
School two weeks ago, the City Bac- 
teriologist is making an exhaustive ex- 
amination of the vaccine points and se- 
rum used in vaccinating the school chil- 
dren of St. Louis. Health Commissioner 
Bond has temporarily halted vaccina- 
tion of pupils until a new supply of vao- 
cine points of different manufacture is 
received. The first shipment is expected 
Within a day or two. 

Two physicians connected with the 
Board of Health commenced Tuesday 
to make daily visits to the Carondelet 
Schod] to examine the arms of the 45 
vaccinated .children and watch for 
Symptoms of infection. Several of the 
pupils have extremely. sore arms and 
are under the oare of family physi- 
clans. There is apprehension in the 
parents whose 
children attend the school, but they are 
hopeful the conditions are only such as 
usually follow vaccination.

Four schoolmates of William will act 
ms pallbearers at the funeral Thursday 
afterhoon from the Kuntz home, 7319 
Water street, to the Lutheran Cemetery. 
William was the only child/of Mr. and 
Mrs. William Kuntz and was the idol of 
hig grandfather, Patrolman Julius 
Kuntz of 2224 West Curtols street. 

Saturday the boy played with his 
Brandfather at his home and helped feed 
pet rabbits. He complained of a head- 
ache Saturday evening, but up to that 
time had apparently been in good health. 
He became worse Sunilay and Dr. I. J. 
Efird was called Monday atia.m. No 
symptoms of tetanus Were apparent at 
that time. When the doctor returned 
at 109 a. m., the child was in convul- 
gions and showed unmistakable signs of 
tetanus. 

Dr. Efird called Dr. Max Starkloff into 
Consultation and ordered a supply of 
anti-toxin. Three injections were made 
during the afternoon and night, but the 
ws died in extreme pain, at 4:30 a. m., 
Wuesday. 

Parents of the boy know of no 
wther cause of infection and blame the 
vaccine serum as the cause of death. 
They will demand a complete inves- 
tigation by city authorities. They say 
they will appeal to Mayor Kreismann 
to have the matter probed to fix the 
responsibility. Mrs. Kuntz said that 
the wound had been kept clean avd 
that extreme care had been used since 
the boy was vaccinated. She bought

The inspectors bought a pound of 
Brapes at the stand Tuesday. They 
should have received 16 ounces. When 
they weighed the grapes on tested 
Scales, the fruit was found to weigh 
only 14 ounces, though Lagregso’s 
scale showed it to weigh a full pound. 

The scale was of the type frequent- 
ly used in meat and fruit stands. It 
had a flat top and a large circular dial 
with a long arrow indicating the 
weight. The screw regulated the ar- 
row. 

Lagresso contended he was merely 
an employe in the place and knew 
nothing about the scale being wrong.

Just before 7 the lifeboat was finally 
lowered and the men began to take 
their places in it. One after another 
they made their way down the rope lad- 
der that swung to and fro with the mo- 
tion of the airship and from the wind 
that was sweeping out of the north. 

It was not until we had taken the 
men aboard that. we knew of the in- 
jury that had befallen Irwin and Loud, 
for as the last of the men took his place 
in the lifeboat a s>ectacular thing hap- 
pened. The airship, freed from the 
weight of the crew and of the tiny 
boat, leaped into the air and was swift- 
ly lost to sight. It was carried away 
as suddenly, blotted from sight as com- 
pletely, as we had been told it was 
when it was released from the hangar 
at Atlantic City three days before. 

Once the lifeboat hasdl taken to the 
water the peril of the men from the 
America wassover. Only a moderate 
sea was running, and there was no 
more difficulty in bringing the poat 
alongside than there was in swinging 
it up to the davits of the Trent. At 
7:30 the rescued men were on our decks. 
The passengers of the Trent gathered 
in wild excitement about Wellman and 
his companions. No heroes were ever 
praised more than they were, and none 
ever turned more eagerly or more sim- 
ply from applause. As quickly as they 
could all the men went below, though 
the steamer is still ringing with the 
story of this rescue—the first ever made 
from an airship by one in the water; 
the first, indeed, that was ever made 
by any agency from an aerial craft in 
motion. 

First Message to His Wife. 
Commander Wellman’s first concern 
was to report his whereabouts and his 
safety to his wife at Atlantic City, and 
to the backers of his project in New 
York, Chicago and London. 

“All well,” was the extent of his 
message to his wife. 

“Hero is Vaniman, and all my loyal 
crew safe aboard Trent this morning,”’ 
the other message ran, and from its 
sending until today there has been no 
cessation for a moment,in the messages 
that have come from every quarter of 
the heavens for more—more—more news 
from this theater of so strange and 
wonderful a drama. 

The America's troubles crowded thick 
upon her from the moment of her leav- 
ing Atlantic City. Her progress through 
the dense fog of that morning was liter- 
ally a journey into the unknown, and it 
was at every stage a journey into the 
unseen. 

In the first 10 hours of flight, during 
which time the motors were not started 
at all, de »ndence being placed entirely 
upon the off-shore wind that had set in 
so directly toward the steamer lanes 
across the Grand Banks for which the 
america was bound, the dirigible made 
but 8 miles.

MODEST KIND OF WIRELESS 
NEW YORK, Oct. 19. 
HE Morse lamp, with which 
| part of the communication 
between the Trent and the 
America was maintained yesterday 
morning, after the dirigible had 
been sighted from the crow’s nest 
and the appeal for assistance had 
been read, is the oldest form of 
wireless apparatus. It was with 
such an apparatus as this that the 
historic message across the Sus- 
quehanna River at Harrisburg was 
sent early in the '40s, and has now 
come to be known as the first 
wireless message. 

In its present form -the Morse 
lamp'is a high candlepower incan- 
descent light with a hood over it. 
In this hood a shutter works by 
which short flashes of light are 
raised for dots and long flashes 
for dashes. These flashes, spell- 
ing out the Morse code, can be read 
for long distances, even through 
heavy weatuer when a glass is 
used. 

@n the Trent yesterday morning 
the Morse lamp was used to sup- 
plant the wireless and was depend- 
ed upon after the America’s crew 
had put off in the lifeboat.

She was still 
driving ahead east by northeast, drift- 
ing with a wind that grew fresher and 
increased the America’s speed to 20 miles 
an hour. Her motors remained idle, but 
in that breeze there was no need of her 
own power. 
On Sunday afternoon the expedition 
learned for the first time where the 
America was, no observation having 
been possible in 36 hours. The observa- 
tion showed her latitude to be 42 north, 
somewhere northeastward of the sixty- 
eighth parallel of longitude. ~The loca- 
tion was only approximated, but it was 
like the sight of land to a shipwrecked 
sailor. Until that time the men on the 
America could only guess where they 
were, working with the compass that 
Navigation Officer Simon wore upon his 
wrist and wtih the speed data they had 
been able to compile. 
With the making of this observation 
the wind shifted into the northwest and 
increased to 30 miles an hour. The 
America’s speed increased with it, but 
the wrenching of the equilibrator’ also 
increased, and with the coming of night- 
fall the first danger that séemed likely 
to affect the dirigible itself became a 
factor. The structure below @the gas 
bag, in which the machinery was and in 
which the crew had their quarters, was 
torn with every wave that caught the 
equilibrator, and with the coming of 
darkness there was no way of telling at 
what moment the structure might give 
way entirely.

Ghio Lafata, a blacksmith at 1011 


_,North Bighth street, who once received 
more than, 100 Black Hand letters, 


be- 
lieves another attempt was made to ex- 
tort money from “iim Tuesday night. 


_ Lafatd has an established and growing 


business and is reputed to be wealthy. 

He was passing through his rear yard 
at 10 p. m., he says, when he‘saw a 
man crouching in a fence corner. Pick- 
ing up a bar of iron, he chased the in- 
truder through.a gate. In the alley 
Lafata was confronted by two other 
men, each of whom carried a revolver. 

Lafata retreated into the yard and 
hia under a flight of steps. While he 
crouched there, he says, five shots 
were fired. He thinks this was for the 
purpose of intimidating him, as none of 
the bullets struck near the place where 
he was hiding. 

Once Asked for $5000. 

One of the men he says addressed him 
in Italian, saying ‘Vieni qua,” the 
equivalent of the English ‘expression 
“Come here.”’ 
*Two years ago Lafata received many 
letters demanding that he carry $5000 in 
his pocket and give it to the first man 
who asked him for it. After nearly 100 
letters had been written the conspirators 
reduced their demand to $800; but Lafata 
defied them. : 

Of the many pro®perous St. Louis 
Italians who have reéeived threatening 
letters Lafa is one of the few who 
have told the police about the Black 
Hand warnings. 

The second attempt to intimidate 
caused excitement in the Italian quarter 
Wednesday. 

Many of his frichds regard. Lafata as 
a hero. because he dares to defy the 
dreaded “‘mana nera” or. Black Hand 
vendetta. 

Family Hag Been Threatened. 

“IT haven't got any money for those 
fellows,” said Lafata. They started 
writing letters to me in December, 1906, 
and they kept it up until November, 
1907, but they didn’t get & cent out of 
me. Two years ago they tried it again, 
but it’s no use. They can’t scare mé. 
They have threatened *o blow up my 
horse-shoeing shop and my living rooms 
above it and now they are after me 
with guns.” 

Lafata has a wife and 
Threats have been made 
family. 

One of the characteristic letters which 
he received read: 

“T pray you not to neglect the order

HAMMONDSPORT, N. Y. Oct. 19.—

Mr. Curtiss does not designate his 
new aeroplane, however, as a ‘‘mono- 
plane.”” He prefers to call it a “single 
surface’’ machine. Strictly speaking, it 
is a “near monoplane,’’ as the lower 
plane surfaces are practically elimi. 
nated, while at the same time thé area 
of the upper plane is materially reduced 
in the interest of lightness and speed. 
However, it does not resemble in any 
way the monoplane type in favor 
abroad. 

The chassis of the new racing machine 
is substantially similar to that of the 
Curtiss biplane. It has a surface .of 
only about 150 square feet, but it Cars 
ries a motor of 65-horsepower and is 
expected to develop a speed of more 
than 80 miles an hour. 

The Curtiss biplanes have about 400 
feet area of lifting surfaces, while the 
Wright and Farman biplanes have 
about 620 feer. The new machines are 
to be operated at Be-mont Park: by J.

Louis and Granite City from 15 cents 
to 5 cents as required by the fran- 
chise. 

In a conference with R. D. Smith, 
local representative of the McKin- 
ley System, Acting Mayor Gundlach 
ard Councilman Schuts declared that 
the franchise is being violated in each 
case where 15 cents is collected from 
a passenger transported between St. 
Lcuis and Granite City. Smith ad- 
mitted that this charge was three 
times the amount stipulated in the St. 
Louis Electric Terminal Co.’s ordi- 
nance, but explained that it was made 
only on through cars. On local cars, 
Smith said, the fare is but 6 cents, 

Smith promised that he would con- 
sult higher officials of the McKinley 
System and ask them to confer with 
Councilmen Gundlach and Schuts. He

Councilman Schutz said that the fran- 
chise of the St. Louis Electric Ter- 
minal Co. specifically limits the fare 
across the McKinley Bridge to 6 cents 
and that the company would be com- 
pelled to comply with this provision.

OT long since I lunched at a New 
N York restaurant. It was not the 
most expensive place—but rgther 
above the average in price. The menu 
card interested me as a new schedule 
of rates would hold a railroad presi- 
dent. As a farmer, I produced food 


| similar to that offered: for sale, and I 


knew what I was paid for it. A man 
likes to see what is tacked on to the 
thing which leaves his hand. Straw- 
berries and cream were offered at 2 
cents. I figured that a quart of our 
berries would make about four dishes. 
Two eggs served in various ways cost 
80 cents. You paid 80 cents for a half 
chicken. Now, my big family would 
feel poorly used if we served less than 
four quarts of berries. We could hardly 
keep good-natured on four whole chick- 
ens. For berries and chicken alone, 
therefore, at these restaurant prices, we 
spend $10.40 at a single meal. If we 
charge the prices printed on this card 
for the salads and vegetables and other 
things which make our meal, we should 
have a cost of $15, or over $80 a day. 
Uf course, my family is a large one, and 
all are blessed with good appetities. I 
can buy food cheaper at other city 
places, but if I take the prices paid by 
at least 150,000 people ig New York, the

NEW YORK, Oct. 19. 

Stocks showed a reactionary tendency 
at the opening of speculation today. The 
London range was irregular.

Traders assert that under the strength 
displayed in special issues on Tuesday 
there was a great deal of liquidation to 
secure profits, and that the. technical 
position of tt.e market has been vastly 
weakened by the rapid advance of the 
past 10 days. ‘Fhe recent heavy short in- 
terest has been pretty well run in and 
this support would be lacking should 
the manipulative buying power suddenly 
be withdrawn or the unforeseen hap- 
pen. 

The near approach of the election is 
making some buyers cautious, as the in- 
dications are that the next Congress 
will be Democratic, and considerable 
selling is liable to be encountered be- 
fore election day by ‘traders desirous 
of being out of the market. 
street itself believes that a Democratic

verse corporation legislation, neverthe- 
less it may have a tendency to restrict 
public speculation for some time to 
come, and somebody. now has a lot of 
stocks to sell. 

Money rates hardening both locally 
and abroad may also place a temporary 
check on market operations, especial- 
ly as the possibilities are that the Bank 
of England will raise its discount rate 
to 4% per cent on Thursday.
